Rex  versu.s  Crockett.  The  appel- 
lant in  this  ca.se  was  a  one-legged 
seller  of  i)<=-nriis  and  shoe  laces  in 
Vancouver,  who  wa.s  convicted  by 
Magistrate  Shaw  of  cashing  a 
worthlaae  ten -dollar  Mexleaa 
with  a  Japanese  lodging 
keeper,  receiving  |gJ6  to  rteagi 
Evidoaoa  was  aukadttotf  4tet  ^ 
appsUaat  kaew  four  hoon  previous- 
ly ttet  tte  aote  was  not  good  cur- 
rency. Vtea  dismissal  of  the  ap- 
peal was  announced.  Crockett  fell 
to  tte  floor  In  a  faint  and  had  to  be 
removed  from  the  courtroom  by 
officers. 

In  Rex  versus  Croft,  the  appeal 
was  from  a  conviction  of  two  years 
by    Judge    Lampman    In  County 

Court.  Croft  malnUltied  his  sen- 
tence waa  severe  in  view  of  the  fact 
that  his  companion  had  only  re- 
ceived a  XMHT.  Oroft  «^n*tttd  te 
had  remorod  tesnoe  platie  fraa&  a 
stolen  atrtpwMkUa.  B.  A.  Baek^ 
fm  tte  CktMB.  tsotlfled  ttet  a 
wltneas  had  gtvaa  en^eace  ttet 
Oroft  had  tried  to  drive  the  car. 
This  appeal  was  also  dl.sml.s.sed. 

Rex  versus  Sproat  was  an  appeal 
against  a  .sentence  of  Mr.  Ju.stlce 
Murphy  after  being  found  guilty  by 
a  Vancouver  Jury  of  being  In  jW- 
ses.slon  of  a  kit  of  burclar  tool.s  and 
on  a  charge  f)f  hiKhway  robbery  with 
violence  and  sentenced  to  a  term  of 
fifteen  years  and  lashes.  The  appeal 
was  dismissed,  and  tte  ,  Chief 
Justice  commented  on  tlw  awth  of 
a  good  reputatloa  to  a  aum  in 
trouble.  Be  believed,  te  said,  the 
verdict  was  due'  to  tte  prisoner's 
bad  reoonL  B.  U  Bold.

While  the  Yankee  Boy  was  nm- 
nlng  along  the  thopsltne  up  Mucha- 
let  Arm  on  Thuredi^'aviiitog;  pa  its 
way  to  the  logging  caaip  there,  a 
cougar  waa  aeen  en  the  rocks  only  a 
few  hadred  feet  distant.  The  iKwt 
was  laiiuedlalely  stopped,  and  Major 
Nicholson  fired  two  shot.s  at  th.e  big 
cat.  but  owing  to  the  choppy  .sea 
hLs  aim  was  ineffective.  He  and 
Captain  Arnet  went  a.ihore  and 
limited  the  animal,  but  il  could  not 
be  located.  The  presence  of  the.se 
atumals  In  such  large  numbers  has 
resulted  In  the  deer  becoming  al-
